Dear  Sisters  and  Brothers: 

Our  Local,  representing  Eastern  flight  attendants,  urgently  needs  your  financial  support 
for  a  new  offensive  against  Lorenzo  and  his  allies.  We  call  our  plan  Counterattack  '89. 

Each  Eastern  flight  attendant  and  our  families  have  been  harmed  by  Lorenzo's  actions 
before  and  during  the  strike.  Despite  tremendous  personal  hardships,  more  than  85% 
of  us  are  still  honoring  the  IAM's  picket  lines  as  we  enter  the  sixth  month  of  the  strike. 

Unfortunately,  while  there  is  little  public  support  for  Lorenzo,  many  air  travelers  are  not 
aware  that  Texas  Air  Corp.  owns  both  Eastern  and  Continental,  and  that  Lorenzo  has 
joined  forces  with  Scandinavian  Airline  Systems.  SAS  now  owns  10%  of  Texas  Air,  is 
pumping  $50  million  into  the  company  and  has  been  given  a  seat  on  Texas  Air's  board. 
And,  although  Eastern  is  losing  millions  of  dollars  a  day  and  the  losses  are  mounting  at 
Continental,  Texas  Air's  financial  backers  have  not  yet  lost  faith  in  Lorenzo's  ability  to 
survive  the  strike  and  break  Eastern's  unions. 

The  strategy  behind  COUNTERATTACK  '89  is  to  hit  Lorenzo's  operations  on  a  number 
of  fronts: 

A  high  profile  international  boycott  of  Continental  and  Eastern  as  well  as  SAS. 
We  plan  to  distribute  over  a  million  copies  of  the  enclosed  brochure.  We  want  to 
make  sure  everyone  understands  the  links  between  these  three  airlines  and  how 
Lorenzo  has  undermined  service,  safety  and  reliability.  We  will  also  be  picketing 
selected  travel  agencies  and  the  embassies  and  consulates  of  Sweden,  Denmark 
and  Norway,  whose  governments  own  half  of  SAS. 

Actions  that  target  Texas  Air's  financial  backers.   Major  creditors  and 
stockholders  include  Teachers  Insurance  &  Annuity  Association  -  College 
Retirement  Equities  Fund  (TIAA-CREF),  Prudential  Insurance,  Equitable  Life, 
John  Hancock  Mutual  Life,   First  Executive  Life,  Morgan  Guaranty  and  financier 
Carl  Pohlad,  owner  of  the  Minnesota  Twins  and  Marquette  Banks  in  Minnesota. 
We  want  Lorenzo's  allies  to  be  held  accountable  for  his  actions  and  realize  it's  in 
their  interest  to  get  Lorenzo  to  do  the  right  thing. 

Boycott  Continental/Eastern/SAS  Caravans.  The  main  caravan  of  cars  and  vans 
will  campaign  from  Miami  to  Newark/NYC,  i.e.  from  Eastern's  main  base  to 
Continental's,  thus  highlighting  the  strike  and  the  need  to  boycott  these  carriers. 

Our  ambitious  program  can  only  succeed  with  your  help.   Contributions  to  the  Fight 
Frank  Lorenzo  Fund  have  provided  the  seed  money  for  this  mailing  and  printing  the  first 
quarter  million  brochures  and  several  thousand  boycott  placards.   Also  it  has  helped  us 
provide  sorely  needed  money  to  put  flight  attendants  on  the  road  building  support.

269,000  Continental 
passengers  reported  their  bags  had  been  lost, 
damaged  or  otherwise  mishandled  by  the  airline. 

In  1988,  Continental  and  Eastern— both 
owned  by  Frank  Lorenzo's  Texas  Air  Corp— 
ranked  No.  1  and  No.  2  among  all  airlines  in 
the  number  of  overall  passenger  complaints. 
Continental  had  to  pay  $250,000  to  the 
Transportation  Department  in  1987  to  settle 
violations  of  consumer  protection  laws. 

SAFETY  AND 

MAINTENANCE 

PROBLEMS 

Continental  likes  to 
fill  its  work  force  with 
low-paid  employees, 
who  may  be  less  experienced  and  less  skilled. 
A  federal  investigation  found  that  an  inexperi- 
enced flight  crew  was  responsible  for  the  1987 
crash  of  a  Continental  plane  during  takeoff  in 
Denver— an  accident  that  left  28  people  dead. 

Federal  investigators  also  found  irregularities  in 
Eastern's  maintenance  and  repair  work.  A 
veteran  Eastern  pilot,  warning  that  the  airline's 
management  was  cutting  corners  on  safety, 
told  a  Congressional  committee:  "I  predict 
disaster  unless  this  bottom-line,  financially 
oriented  group  alters  its  course." 

Similar  concerns  have  been  voiced  by  the 
president  of  the  Aviation  Safety  Institute,  who 
said  Eastern  pilots  have  been  "coerced  to  take 
airplanes  that  were  not  truly  airworthy." 


ANGRY 
WORKERS 

Employees  who  are 
poorly  paid  and  not 
respected  by  manage- 
ment are  not  likely  to 
provide  good  service. 
Morale  among  workers  at  Continental  appears 
to  be  the  worst  in  the  industry.  A  Continental 
worker  told  a  reporter:  "We're  treated  like 
cattle,  just  like  the  passengers  are." 

The  same  is  true  at  Eastern,  where  thousands 
of  employees  are  on  strike.  In  his  obses- 
sion to  break  Eastern's  unions,  Lorenzo  made 
unreasonable  demands  for  concessions  and 
threw  the  company  into  bankruptcy.  In  the 
name  of  saving  the  airline  he  is  destroying  it. 


EMPHASIS  ON 
GREED,  NOT 
ON  FLYING 

Lorenzo  is  a  financial 
manipulator,  not  a 
builder  of  strong  air- 
lines. He  uses  a  complicated  network  of 
holding  companies— once  described  by  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  as  a  "house  of  mirrors"— to 
shift  resources  form  the  airlines  into  his 
pockets  and  those  of  his  financial  allies. 
Lorenzo's  holding  companies  siphon  off  tens 
of  millions  of  dollars  a  year  from  their 
subsidiaries  for  "management  fees"  and  other 
dubious  payments.  The  airlines  are  also 
undermined  by  the  transfer  of  assets  from  one 
part  of  Lorenzo's  empire  to  another.  For 
example,  Eastern's  reservation  system  was  sold 
to  its  parent  company  Texas  Air  for  the  bargain 
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basement  price  of  $100  million.  Now  Eastern 
must  pay  $1 30  million  a  year  to  use  the 
system. 

Lorenzo's  wheeling  and  dealing  hurts  the 
flying  public.  In  their  financially  weakened 
condition,  his  airlines  are  in  no  position  to  be 
models  of  service  and  reliability.  In  fact,  they 
are  helping  to  lower  standards  throughout  the 
airline  industry. 


RESPECTABILITY  BOUGHT 
FROM  SAS 

Lorenzo's  airlines  have  fallen  so  low  in  public 
esteem  that  he  has  turned  to  Scandinavian 
Airlines  System  for  a  measure  of  respectability. 
Last  year  SAS,  the  national  carrier  of  Sweden, 
Norway  and  Denmark,  and  Texas  Air  an- 
nounced an  "alliance"  involving  shared 
facilities  and  marketing  as  well  as  a  purchase 
by  SAS  of  10  percent  of  Texas  Air's  stock.  SAS 
chief  executive  Jan  Carlzon  has  joined  the 
Texas  Air  board  of  directors.  In  its  eagerness  to 
break  into  the  U.S.  market,  SAS  has  joined 
forces  with  the  most  notorious  figure  in  the 
business.

HEALTH.      This  benefit  will  feature  Cesar  Chavez,  President  of  the 
UFW,  and  the  Boston  premiere  of  New  York's  fabulous  Flirtations, 
a  dynamic  and  talented  gay  men's  a  cappella  singing  group. 

This  benefit  will  celebrate  the  unique  commonality  between 
the  Farmworkers  and  the  Fenway.  While  the  UFW  has  waged  a 
national  grape  boycott  to  end  the  use  of  toxic  pesticides,  which 
have  caused  their  families  inestimable  suffering  due  to  cancer 
and  birth  defects,  FCHC  is  fighting  homophobia  and  AIDS  as  it 
works  to  maintain  and  increase  urgently  needed  services  for  the 
gay  and  lesbian  community. 

Progressive  labor,  the  UFW,  and  gay  and  lesbian  communities 
have  a  history  of  mutual  support.   In  1978,  the  UFW  fought 
against  the  Briggs  Initiative  in  California,  and  Cesar  Chavez 
represented  Labor  when  he  spoke  at  the  1987  National  March  on 
Washington  for  Gay  and  Lesbian  Rights.   Gay  people  in  California 
have  been  highly  organized  in  their  ongoing  support  of  the  UFW 
Boycott.   GALLAN  is  a  new  organization  which  advocates  for  the 
rights  and  concerns  of  gay  and  lesbian  workers. 

These  communities  have  much  in  common.   They  represent 
groups  of  people  who  have  consistently  been  treated  as 
expendable.   They  have  engaged  in  long  struggles  for  recognition 
and  an  increased  voice.  They  have  met  with  the  successes  that 
come  with  determined  struggle  and  serve  as  models  for  other 
communities.  And  they  now  face  health  crises  that  jeopardize 
lives  and  threaten  their  communities. 

UNITED  FOR  HEALTH   is  an  opportunity  for  these  communities 
and  all  those  who  support  them  to  join  together  to  demand  a  stop 
to  the  continued  systematic  affront  to  their  health  rights  and  to 
reach  across  barriers  in  building  powerful  coalitions  for  the 
future .
